Switch Has to Be Thrown Second 
Time at Sing Sing Due to

OSSINING, N. Y., Jan. 12.—Her- 
man Cunningham, one of three Ne- 
groes executed in Sing Sing“prison 
shortly before last midnight> had 
to wait, strapped down, while re- 


ladjustments were made in the elec- 


tric chair. 

Winston Owens and Joe Willis 
had been electrocuted and it was 
Cunningham’s turn. The switch 
was thrown but nothing’ happened. 
The executioner cut off the current, 
discovered a faultily adjusted elec- 
trode. Readjustment took perhaps 
a minute. Then the switch was 
thrown again and Cunningham was 
dead. 

Cunningham was 23 years old, 
Owens 33 and Willis 25. They had 
been convicted of the murder of 
Patsy Bastone in a cafe holdup in 
New York City last year.

BYRD MAKES THIRD FLIGHT 
OF THE PRESENT EXPEDITION 


Gets Within 1100 Nautical Miles of 
South Pole, But Is Forced 
Back by Storm. 
ABOARD BYRD FLAGSHIP, en 
route to Little America, Jan. 11 (via 
Mackay MRadio).—Rear Admiral 
Richard E. Byrd made his third 
flight into the Pacific quadrant of 
Antarctica today. : 
He and three companidns took 
off at 3:30 a. m. from a &tretch of 
open water near the main ice pack 
at latitude 69 degrees and 50 min- 
utes south, longitude 152 degrees 
and 21 minutes west. 
The flight carried him south to 
latitude 71 degrees and 45 minutes, 
or about 1100 nautical miles north 
of the pole, when he was forced 
to turn back by bad weather two 
hours and five minutes after tak- 
ing off.

JURY COMPLETED 
NN MURDER TRIAL 
OF DR WYNEKOOP 


Members Sworn In and 
Court Is Adjourned Until 
Monday — Judge Speeds 
Selection. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 12.—A jury was 
completed today to try Dr. Alice 
Wynekoop, charged with the mur- 
der on an operating table of her 
daughter-in-law, Rheta. 

The completion of the jury came 
after less than two hours of ques- 
tioning today, under the urging of 
Judge Joseph B. David for speed. 
Seven of the 12 were chosen yester- 
day and the routine questions were 
abreviated today to obtain the re- 
maining five. 

The jury which will pass on the 
fate of the 62-year-old physician in- 
cludes a sales manager for a sport- 
ing goods concern, a bookkeeper, a 
draftsman, a street car motorman, 
a former printer, an electrician, a 
mechanic, a night watchman, a dis- 
trict manager and a photo engrav- 
er. 

The jury was sworn in and Judge 
David announced that court would 
be adjourned to 10 a. m. Monday. 

The jury ranges in age from 23 
to 61. : 

Asked what she thought of the 
jury as completed, the elderly de- 
fendant turned her head wearily 
and said, “I guess it’s all right.” 

W. W. Smith, defense attorney, 
said today that Dr. Wynekoop 
probably would take the stand in 
her own defense. 

Dr. Wynekoop again was carried 
into court. She wore the same 
black ensemble as yesterday, a 
white scarf providing the only re- 
lief. 


“I’m terribly tired. I dread to- 
day,” Dr. Wynekoop told W. W. 
Smith, one of her attorneys. 

If the knowledge that the State 
was laying the foundation fog 
a request that she die in the chair 
had’ any effect on the 62-year-old 
woman doctor she failed to show it. 
Her expression remained unchanged 
throughout the opening day of the 
trial. Only on two occasio:s did 
she consult with her attorneys. 

Although she complained that she 
was very tired, she maintained an 
unflagging interest in the proceed- 
ings, without, however, the com- 
fort of her son, Earle, for whom 
the prosecution contends Rheta 
was killed so-that he might be re- 
lieved of an unhappy marriage. His 
whereabouts was unknown. 

One report was that Earle was 
in the seclusion of the gloomy West 
Monroe eet home in which his 
wife met death last Nov. 21, but 
the Chicago Tribune said that 
State’s Attorney’s investigators had 
been searching for him for more 
than a week to ask him several 
questions. 

A squad of police was stationed 
outside the Wynekoop home, 
awhkiting his return.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—Alfred 
P. Leyburn, Chief National Bank 
Evaminer, today told the Senate 
Committee investigating the Detroit 
banking collapse that the Comp- 
troller of the Currency failed to act 
in the Michigan bank situation 
because the “higher command” in 


the White House told him not tod 
“rock the boat” and not to have 
any more failures. 

He explained later he meant the 
Secretary of the Treasury and the 
White House by the expression 
“higher command.” 

Edsel Ford on the Stand. 

Earlier, Edsel Ford had testified 
to his father’s refusal to extend 
further aid to the Guardian banks 
in the frantic hours before the 
Michigan bank holiday last Febru- 
ary. 

He confirmed .evidence presented 
to the committee that Ford not 
only refused to give additional aid 
to the Guardian bagks but threat- 
ened to withdraw $25,000,000 of de- 
posits in the rival Detroit bankers’ 
group if the Guardian banks were 
closed. 

The Ford group already had 
poured millions into the banks, Ford 


said, adding they. Aegided. ided “am ve 
wouldn’t go any farther. . 


. Leyburn testified the Government 
had done all it could to save the 
Detroit banks. 

“The RFC has been accused -of 
being the big bad wolf that came 
up to Michigan that February 
morning and closed the banks,” he 
said. “The fact is the Government 
gave every bit of help it possibly 
could. Most of that -talk comes 
from the politicians up there who 
want to make pawns of the depos- 
itors. I’m not referring to the pres- 
ent company, Senator Couzens.” 

Bad Management Charged. 

The chief examiner laid the Mich- 
igan crash to “bad -management,” 
to the serious conditions in the 
Union Guardian Trust Co., and to 
losses caused by the group’s taking 
over the Keane-Higbee Co., and 
the American State Bank. 

“And when you say bad manage- 
ment you've said a mouthful,” he 
added. : 

He said the dividend policy was 
“absolutely unwarranted, both 
from a legal and business stand- 
point.” 

Asked for his opinion dbout 
group banking, he said -he “pre- 
sumed” it could be successful, but 
that the Michigan group’s opera- 
tion was “vicious.” 

Houdini as Bank-Opener. 

Ferdinand Pecora, Banking Com- 
mittee counsel, mentioned discus- 


Guardian Trust Co., and the exam- 
iner said: “Why it would have 
taken Houdini to open that bank.” 

“But he’s dead,” Pecora ob- 
served. “So’s that bank,” Leyburn 
retorted. ; 

The younger Ford explained that 
his father had been “incensed” at 
demands for additional help for the 
frozen Guardian banks. 

Questioned by Senator Couzens of 
Michigan, Ford said his father’s ref- 
erence to $25,000,000 was a “general 
statement” because his deposits in 
the Detroit Bankers’ Co. group to- 
taled only $18,708,000. 

This, however, brought to about 
$50,000,000 the total deposits of the 
Fords in the two groups when they 
were closed. | : 

Some Loans Without Collateral. 

Although he said some of the 
loans were e without collateral, 
Ford testified he did not realize 
the banks were in a “desperate con- 
dition.” 

The investigations already held 
evidence that refusal by the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation to 
“bail out” Henry Ford through loans 
to the Guardian group had resulted 
in a potential loss of almost $50, 
000,000 to the Ford Motor interests. 

Pecora asked about a transac- 
tion in July, 1932, when the Guar- 
dian group borrowed $2,500,000 from 
the Continental Illinois Bank & 
Trust Co, of Chicago on Ford's in-. 
dorsement. This was part of $12, 
000,000 in credit extended by Ford 
to the group when it was attempt- 
ing to continue operation.

A public hearing on license fees 
and regulation of establishments 
selling Aquor will be held by city 
officials at 7:30 p. m. Monday in 
the Board of Aldermen chambers 
at City Hall. 

This was decided this afternoon 
at a conference called by Mayor 
Dickmann as a result of passage of 
the State liquor control law. The 
Mayor’s official subordinates, whom 
he calls his Cabinet, and the alder- 
manic Public Safety Committee at- 
tended. Fees and regulations will 
have to be established by the Alder- 
men by ordinance. 

All the Aldermen, in addition to 
the officials at the conference, are 
yempecsed. to. attend the public hear- 
ing. The Mayor requested that views 
be submitted in writing at the hcar- 
ing, but a stenographer will be pres- 
ent to record oral statements. In 
the meantime, the Mayor solicits 
communications from persons and 
interests having opinions on liquor 
regulation, to help draft a “model 
ordinance.” 

Hay to Epitomibe Old Laws. 

In opening the conference, Dick- 
'mann said consideration should be 
given to limiting the number of sa- 
loons or other liquor dispensaries 
in the city and to permanent revo- 
cation of licenses for serious viola- 
tions. Several officials present 
suggested it would be desirable to 
prepare a tentative ordinance for 
consideration at the hearing, but 
this was not decided on. City 
Counselor Hay, however, will pre- 
pare a digest of the old dramshop 
laws, including various pre-prohi- 
bition ideas of saloon regulation. 
This will be available as a guide at 
the hearing. 

If the new State law does not 
specifically prohibit brewers or 
liquor wholesalers from owning an 
interest in saloons or their fixtures, 
the city ordinance should do so, 
Dickmann declared. He described 
such ownership, and resulting com- 
petition and evasion of regulations, 
as a principal cause of prohibition. 

The city charter provides for an 
Excise Department under the De- 
partment of Public Safety, “when 
the city is permitted by State law 
to establish and maintain” it. The 
new control law gives the city this 
authority. The Excise Commis- 
sioner, in cHarge, is to be appointed 
theoretically by Director of Public 
Safety Chadsey, but actually by 
Mayor Dickmann. The Mayor said 
he had no one in mind for the 
place, but would choose an “out- 
standing citizen.” 

The commissioner’s salary prob- 
ably should be about $5000 a year, 
the Mayor thinks, and full .ime ser- 
vice would hot be required of Him 
after the initial period of licensing. 
The Charter specifically provides 
that the Excise Commissioner may 
be removed. with or without cause 
by the Director of Public Safety or 
the Goverpor. |.

Sailors Leap in Unison on Deck

PORTSMOUTH, England, Jan. 
12—The battleship Nelson, the so 
called “wonder ship” of the British 
navy, was safely refloated shortly 
after 6 p. m. today after having 
been aground at the entrance of the 
harbor for nearly 12 hours. 

The crew of 1000 was mustered 
on the afterdeck at various times 
during the morning and, in an ef- 
fort to create buoyancy, jumped up 
and down in unison, taking orders 
from a leader who waved his arms 
like a bandmaster. 

Six destroyers dashed out from 
the dockyard and one by one swept 
past the Nelson at high speed in 
an effort to create a wash. 

The Nelson’ was leaving to join 
other units of the fleet on a cruise 
to the West Indies when the sHip 
became stranded on the stony bot- 
tom at the narrow entrance to the 
harbor at 7:29 a. m. 

The Nelson is reputedly almost 
unsinkable and has been described 
as the “oddest and ugliest battle- 
ship ever built, except her sister 
ship, tRe Rodney.”

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 12— 
Gov. Park today said he would sign 
the liquor contfol] and sales tax bills 
passed by the Legislature last night 
as soon as possible after the bills 
reached him, and that machinery 
would be set up immediately for en- 
forcement of the two acts. 

He said he desired to study the 
final form of the acts, as amended 
in conference committee, but would 
approve both. 

Both the liquor control and sales 
tax acts carry emergency’ clauses, 
which will make them effective as 
soon as approved by the Governot. 

Enforcement of the liquor control 
act will be administered by a State 
Supervisor of Liquor Control, to be 
appointed by the Governor. En- 
forcement of the sales tax law will 
be administered by the State Audi- 
tor. The Governor said he had sev- 
eral persons under consideration for 
appointment as Supervisor of Liq- 
uor Control but had not decided 
whom he would select. 

The Governor saic the machinery 
for enforcement of the liquor con- 
trol act would be set up as rapidly 
as possible. He said he could not 
estimate the time that would be re- 
quired before the Supervisor to be 
appointed could begin consideration 
of applications for the various types 
of licenses provided in the act.

SPEEDY ACTION 
BY ROOSEVELT 


Receives Measure From 
. House in Afternoon and 


Approves It Shortly Be- 
fore Midnight.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt announced today 
that he signed the $500,000,000 liquor 
tax bill shortly before midnight, 
thus making the major provisions 
of the measure applicable on to- 
day’s sales. 

The bill became effective today, 
with the exception of the stamp 
provision. This requiring a 1 cent 
Internal Revenue stamp to be at- 
tached to every container of liquor 


to show the tax has been paid, takes 
effect in 30 days, but if the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury finds within 
20 days it would be impracticable 
to do that he would be given an 
additional month to put it in force. 


New and Old Rates. 


The $2 a gallon rate on distilled 
spirits also included wine contain- 
ing more than 24 per cent alcohol. 
The present rate is $1.10. Other’ 
levies are: Beer, $5 a barrel, 
against $6 now; wine, 10 cents a 
gallon up te 14 per cent alcohol, 
now 4 cents; up to 21 per cent, 
20 cents, now 10; up to 24 per cent, 
40 cents, now 25. Champagne, 5 
cents a half pint against 12 cents; 
artificial carbonated wine and 
liquers. and cordials containing 
wine fortified with brandy, 2% 
cents a half pint, against 6; grape 
brandy and wine spirits used in for- 
tifying wine, 20 cents a gallon 
against 10. 

Occupational license taxes on 
breweries are reduced from $1000 
as provided in the beer act of last 
March, to $100, or $50 on breweries 
producing less than 500 barrels a 
year. 

The Reed law of 1917 is amended 
also to permit .newspapers and 
periodicals carrying liquor adver- 
tisements to circulate in dry states. 

Higher Tax on Blends. 

Higher levies are provided for 
blended and rectified liquors than 
for others. 

The administration figured it 
might take in revenues of around 
$140,000,000 in the next 30 days 
from liquor. 

Officials estimated that around 
20,000,000 gallons might flow into 
the United States following a re- 
laxation of the import rules on 
American type whiskies for a month 
in order to lower prices, improve 
the brand of liquor and defeat the 
bootlegger. There is a $5 a galion 
tariff on liquor imports. 

The Senate ordered that the Al- 
cohol Control Administration sup- 
ply it with the names ofall per- 
sons to whom import permits had 
been issued, the countries involved, 
and the types and quantities of 
liquor imported. The action was 
taken by adoption of a resolution 
offered by Senator Dickinson (Rep.), 
Iowa. Dickinson said that the pur- 
pose was to inquire into the source 
and nature of complaints that fa- 
voritism has existed in dispensing 
the permits.

Ford said they were asked to 
supply $5,000,000 as capital for a 
mortgage company to make the 
oan from the RFC and this was the 
proposal that was refused. 

Questioned further, Ford said he 
had conferred on this subject with 
Ogden Mills, Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, and A, A. Ballentine, Under- 
Secretary, at the Treasury on Feb. 
8, 1933. 

They pointed out to him, he said, 
that the situation in Detroit was 
“difficult” because of the “acute

BUS-TROLLEY CO-ORDINATION 
TO BE CONSIDERED BY CITY 


Director McDevitt Expects to Re- 
port on Company Plan to Public 
Service Board Tuesday. 
A plan for general co-ordination 
of bus and trolley service, submit- 
ted several months ago by the Pub- 
lic Service Co., will be taken up by 
the city soon. Director of Streets 
and Sewers McDevitt expects to re- 
port on it to the Board of Public 
Service Tuesday. 
He has been delayed in handling 
the matter by the rush of CWA 
work, but has consulted with neigh- 
borhood organizations and others 
interested in transportation. The 
proposal, involving various changes 
of routing and general exchange of 
bus and trolley transfers, is the re- 
suft of the merger of the People’s 
Motor Bus Coe. with the Public Ser- 
vice Co. City officials have not dis- 
closed details of the plan ana com- 
pany officials prefer to have an- 
nouncement of it made by the city.

The 
fare would be 10 cents, with no 
transfer privilege, as this accommo- 
dation is designed to compete with 
service cars. President Brown of 
the Board of Public Service, ques- 
tions whether the company will 
have enough speedy busses for this 
scheme, but the company says it 
will unless there is a great increase 
of traffic. The company proposes to 
extend the Delmar line from Kings- 
land avenue tc Hanley road, Uni- 
versity City.

CITY LIQUOR LAW 
Continued From Page One. 


Aldermen have suggested a city fee 
of $700, which, added to the State 
charge, would bring the license cost 
to the pre-prohibition figure of 
$1000 a year. 

It is likely that a much lower 
license will be charged by the city 
for stores selling liquor only by 
the package. 

Mayor Dickmann announced he 
would ask the Board of Aldermen 
to devote city liquor taxes to the 
payment of interest and principal 
on the $15,000,000 bond issue for 
public works which he is advocat- 
ing. The Mayor had made it 
known Wednesday he would ask 
the Aldermen to submit this bond 
issue to the people, but with a limi- 
tation that not more than 50 per 
cent of the cost of supporting the 
bonds should be borne by real es- 
tate. 

Other cities given the right to 
regulate sale of liquor by the drink, 
without local option to authorize it, 
under the new State law, are: Kan- 
sas City, St. Joseph, Springfield, 
Joplin, Jefferson City, Hannibal, 
University City and Sedalia. Cities 
between 500 and 20,000 population 
cannot permit sale of .hard liquor 
by the drink except by vote of their 
people. Outside of St. Louis the 
law provides for a county license 
fee, in addition to town licensing, 
which cannot be greater than the 
State license. 


University City Officiais Also Study- 

ing Liquor Ordinance. 
Mayor David L. Millar of Univer- 
sity City, which is the only munici- 
pality in St. Louis County where 
liquor may be sold by the drink un- 
der the new law without holding a 
wet-and-dry election, said he would 
instruct the City Attorney to study 
the legislation with a view toward 
early passage of a licensing ordi- 
nance. 

“T have already discussed the mat- 
ter tentatively with him,” the Mayor 
said, “and given him my own ideas 
on the matter, but the whole ques- 
tion has been so indefinite that of 
course we didn’t get very far along 
that line. I will also bring the sub- 
ject up for discussion at the meet- 
ing of the Board of Aldermen next 
Wednesday. 

“I think it is of major import- 
ance also that county towns con- 
sider passage of uniform control 
ordinances, if possible, and that 
they also get together with St. 
Louis on the question. The County 
League of Municipalities is the log- 
ical organization to handle this and 
I plan to raise the question at our 
meeting Jan. 25.” 

Mayor John D. Fels of Maple- 
wood said an agreement had been 
reached by him and the Mayors of 
Clayten and Richmond Heights to 
submit the issue of liquor regula- 
tion to a popular vote. They have 
reached the conclusion, he said, 
that in all fairness the municipal- 
ities should pass uniform. liquor 
laws. 

Mayor Fels said that the invita- 
tion for an accord would be sub- 
mitted to Webster Groves and Kirk- 
wood. 

Mayor J. B. Chipman of Webster 
Groves said he would not sponsor 
an election on the issue. Webster 
Groves, he pointed out, was a dry 
municipality long before prohibi- 
tion and, if the people desire a 
change, they may seek an election 
by petition. 

Mayor Kinyon of Kirkwood and 
Mayor Douglass, Brentwood, said 
they would meet with representa- 
tives of other communities and co- 
operate in drawing uniform liquor 
laws, governing sale of liquor by the 
drink, if desired, and regulating 


package sales.

CHICAGO, Jan. 11—Here I sit, 
on the edge of my bed, in my cell 
in county jail, after a day that 
seemed without end in a criminal 
courtroom, a prisoner, on trial for 
my life, charged with murder of 
my daughter-in-law, Rheta. 

This cell has been my home since 
that night on Nov. 24 when they 
carried me here in a patrol wagon. 
All day I have concentrated on the 
problem of selection of a jury of 
12 men who will decide my fate. 

I am on the verge of physical 
collapse—a bundle 6f nerves. I 
know myself so thoroughly, I antici- 
pated the condition. The reaction 
to those six hours in court. 

“Be brave, be brave, for the sake 
of your children.” 

That is the command I have 
obeyed all through those six hours. 

Some observers will say my ap- 
pearance was that of a person per- 
fectly composed. They will say: 
“Why, she is a stoic.” Not at all. My 
external calm was a veneer. 

I want this trial to end as soon 
as possible. I do not want to be a 
cause for any delay. I do not want 
to appear unwell. That would jeop- 
ardize the probability of an expe- 
ditious ending. 

I want to return to my home—to 
my children. I want to live for 


them, for my home and my repu- 
tation, 

The knowledge that 1 am inno- 
cent of murdering my poor daugh- 
ter-in-law, Rheta, whom I loved as 
one of my own children gives me 
that fortitude necessary to survive 
even the embarrassment ef my po 
sition, the central figure of a mur- 
der trial, the focal point of batteries 
of brazen eyes—a public spectacle. 

No, I am hardly concerned about 
the temporary phases of my predic- 
ament. It is the permanent in- 
juries that cause me to worry. My 
health has been shattered. 

You do not know how much it 
meant to me.when Judge David 
permitted my daughter, Dr. Cath- 
erine, to sit by my side, Catherine 
is a brilliant girl, with a bright fu- 
ture in medicine. 

I was impresse.. by the quality, 
you may say, of the veniremen. It 
was obvious they were drawn from 
a special panel. Intelligence regis- 
tered on almost every face. That 
is good. 

I was rather surprised to learn 
there were so many prospective 
jurors who vppose capital punish- 
ment. 

As for the “audience,” the crowds 
that attended today’s session—I 
suppose those things are all part 
of murder trials. The merely curi- 
ous, the thrill seekers, the sensa- 
tion hunters. Where do all these 
people find the time to waste? 
Women, I noticed, predominated.

The hugely increased retail price 
scale on cream and by-products set 
in the temporary St. Louis milk 
marketing agreement is collapsing 
today. 

Both small and large dairies 
planned to reduce prices on those 
products, excluding fluid milk, to 


virtually the old levels. This fok . 


lowed the decision of the Agricul- 


tural Adjustment Administration t 
take its hands off retail prices. as 
explained in this telegram to the 
Association of Milk Distributers of 
the St. Louis Area from J. H. Ma- 
son, chief of the dairy section: 

“Administration’s new policy will 
support prices paid producers but 
cannot support resale prices. Re- 
quest you report violations of pro- 
ducer price schedule to local en- 
forcement officer. St. Louis pub- 
lic hearing date not, yet scheduled.” 

Meeting at the Raskas Dairy, 1411 
North Newstead avenue, members 
of the association, which Husmann 
said included about 50 small dairies, 
decided to abandon the high by- 
product sale and adopt what they 
deemed a more reasonable basis, 
computed on the prices they pay 
farmers for butterfat. 

Husmann figured today that, on 
the new basis, most of the old prices 
would be restored. He expected 
single cream to fall from 15 cents 
a half pint to 13 cents, and whip- 
ping cream come down from 40 
cents a pint to the old price of 2 
cents. Half pints of whipping 
cream now are 22 cents, and he 
expected them to come down to 17 
cents. 

“Pints will be lower than half 
pints in proportion to quantity,” he 
said, “because a pint actually costs 
us only 3% cents more than a half 
pint and we want to encourage 
quantity consumption. The high 
prices threw a large surplus of 
cream on the market, and if we can 
cut it down by low quantity prices, 
we can effect an improvement in 
our business more far-reaching 
than may be apparent.” 

Other officers of the association 
estimated that high prices had cut 
their cream and by-product busi- 
ness 40 to 50 per cent, and that 
fluid milk sales had be-1 reduced 
probably 10 per cent.

The break from the control of the 
friends of the Govérnor, who had 
been standing firmly for rejection 
of the sales tax bill unless amended 
to restore the 1 per cent rate orig- 
inally adopted by .the House, eame 
shortly before 11 o’clock last night. 
The House members were physical- 
ly worn by their attendance at the 
long sessions, which every day this 
week had continued until nearly 
midnight, and passed the tax bill 
that they might quickly adjourn 
and go home. The action an the 
liquor-control bill followed immedi- 
ately and both had been passed be- 
fore 12 o'clock. 

Passage of the liquor control act 
had been held up in the House 
pending the outcome of negotiations 
with the Senate on the changes in 
the sales tax bill urged by the Gov- 
ernor. The Senate had passed both 
bills and had refused to grant the 
House a further conference on the 
sales tax Dill. 

How House Lost Its Club. 

The House lost its club over the 
Senate Wednesday night when it 
acceded to a Senate request that it 
send the liquor bill, pending in the 
House, to the Senate. Had it re- 
tained the bill, it would have been 
in a position in which it might have 
forced concessions from the Senate 
on taxation legislation before it 
acted on the liquor bill. 

But, when the Senate got posses- 
sion of the liquor bill, it passed it 
and sent it back to the House, 
which was considering the tax bill, 
which had been passed by the Sen- 
ate previously. It then informed 
the House that it would await its 
action and would conduct no nego- 
tiations with it. 

The Senate even passed a resolu- 
tion for an adjournment at_mid- 
night last night, a threat to force 
action on the bills by the House. 
After House action on*the bills, 
however, the Senate adjournment 
resolution was changed to fix the 
adjournment time at midnight to- 
night. 

Three times the House requested 
the Senate to grant a further con- 
ference on the sales tax bill, and 
each time the Senate refused. Short* 
ly before the break came in the 
House last night, the third request 
was made, and Senator Kinney of 
St. Louis, president pro tem, made 
an earnest plea that it be granted. 
He said that never in the history of 
the Legislature had either House re- 
fused a request from the other for 
a conference. He asked that the de- 
cision be postponed a few hours, ex- 
pressing the opinion that, if that 
were done, the conference could be 
held. But Senator Donnelly, ma- 
jority floor leader, was adamant, 
and, under his leadership, the Sen- 
ate; without a record vote, rejected 
the request. 

When notice of the refusal was 
received in the House, the question 


{of the adoption of the conference 


report on the liquor bill was under 
consideration. {t was interrupted 
by a motion to take up the sales tax 
bill. It was argued that the Sen- 
ate had the upper hand, that the 
House could do nothing except sub- 
mit to the dominance of the Sen- 
ate, and that the bill might as well 
be taken up. 

Representative Munger of Scott 
County, in charge of the tax bill, 
was assisted by Representatives 
Armstrong of Pulaski County, Lay 
of Benton County and others in an 
effort to stop the break in the 
deadlock and to stem the growing 
tide for action, but they were pow- 
erless. A motion to reconsider the 
vote by which the House had re- 
fused to adopt the conference report 
on the tax bill was reconsidered by 
a vote of 72 to 59, and the report 
was adopted, 113 to 18, the bill 
passing by the same vote. 

Representative Dale of Ray Coun- 
ty, chairman of the House con- 
ferees on the liquor bill, immediate- 
ly renewed his motion for adoption 
of the liquor conference report. It 
carried, 82 to 52, and the bill was 
passed, 84 to 47. 


Hostility of Senators. 

The passage of the two laws came 
after a most unusual session of the 
Legislature, called in special ses- 
sion by Gov. Park Oct. 17, last, to 

ass a revenue measure and a liquor 

contro] bill. At the beginning of 
the session it was expected that the 
session would continue not more 
than six weeks and that a liquor 
law would be in effect by the time 
the eighteenth amendment was re- 
pealed, Dec. 5. 

Almost from the beginning, how- 
ever, there were indications of hos- 
tility between a majority of the

NDER the terms of the new 
Missouri sales tax act, each 
person liable for the tax 

must make a sworn return the 
fifteenth of each month to the 
State Auditor, setting out the 
amount of his gross receipts for 
the previous month and the 
amount of the tax due, and 
must,at the same time remit the 
tax. 


In the case of charge ac- 
counts, the tax becomes due 
when the merchant receives his 
payment, and provision is made 
for refunds in those cases in 
which articles purchased are re- 
turned to the merchant. 


resentment over patronage and to 
‘the failure of the Governor to con- 
fer with some Senators to the de 
gree to which they believed they 
were entitled on his plans for leg- 
islation. There was strong opposi- 
tion in the Senate to any kind of a 
sales tax and strong opposition in 
the House to the liquor control bill. 
The feeling against the Governor 
was intensified as the session con- 
tinued by his urgent demand that 
bills to authorize municipalities to 
erect utility plants through the is- 
suance of revenue bonds to be paid 
out of plant earnings, be passed. 
These bills were opposed by a pow- 
erful lobby of privately-owned util- 
ity interests, and the Senate Mu- 
nicipal Corporations Committee 
even refused to permit them to go 
to the floor of Senate for considera- 
tion. The vote in the committee 
against these bills of the Governor 
was not unanimous, but it was 
nearly so. 

This action resulted in widespread 
publie criticism of many of the 
Senators, some of whom, in 
speeches on the floor, said they 
were being accused of being con- 
trolled by the utility lobby. 

The more insistent the Governor 
was for this legislation, the wider 
the breach between him and the 
Senate grew, and this was reflected 
in the refusal to pass the type of 
tax bill the Governor desired. 

Sales Tax Bill Changes. 
The Governor proposed and the 
House passed a tax bill imposing 
a rate of 1 per cent on retail sales 
of tangible personal property only. 
The Senate amended this to make 
the rate one-quarter of 1 per cent, 
and included in the tax bas. with 
tangible personal property gross 
receipts from sales of electric, gas, 
water, telephone, telegraph and 
sewer service, all types of transpor- 
tation, all admissions to amuse- 
ments and athletic events, newspa- 
per advertising and “newspaper 
service,” billboards and all outdoor 
advertising, and laundries and 
cleaning and dyeing establish- 
ments. 

On refusal of the House to accept 
the Senate amendments, the Dill 
went to conference, where the rate 
was changed to one-half of 1 per 
cent, and some other clisses of 
business which had been included 
by the Senate were eliminated. In 
that form it has been passed. 
The Legislature appropriated 
$100,000 for the year to enforce the 
sales tax act. This will be used 
for additional employes in the Audi- 
tor’s office and for the general ex- 
penses of collections. A field force 
of inspectors to examine the books 
of taxpayers will be created. 

state Liquor Supervisor. 
The liquor bill will be adminis- 
tered by a State Supervisor of 
Liquor Control-to be appointed by 
the Governor, who will issue State 
licenses for the sale of liquor, and 
who may revoke licenses for viola- 
tibns of the law. 
Any citizen of the United States 
of “good moral-character” who is 
a legal voter and taxpayer in the 
city or town in which he desires 
to sell intoxicating liquor may re- 
ceive a license if he first shall have 
complied with all ordinances and 
regulations imposed by the city or 
town. 

An effort was made by the com- 
mittee which drew the bill to so 
frame it that saloons could not be 
established, but the demand that 
liquor be sold by the drink in the 
larger cities was so strong that the 
committee found it impossible to 
meet that demand and at the same 
time prevent the opening of sa- 
loons. 
A provision was included to the 
effect that no place “commonly 
known as a saloon” should be li- 
censed, but as a saloon is defined 
in the dictionary as “a place where 
intoxicating liquors are sold and 
drunk,” the provision is rather 
meaningless. It. night be used, 
however, as a reason for revocation 
of licenses of ‘disorderly places. 
Estimates of the amount of reve- 
nue which will be obtained under 
the liquor law have varied from $1, 
000,000 to $4,000,000, with the small- 
er generally accepted as more near- 
ly the correct one. There is a tax 
of 80 cents a gallon on whisky, gin, 
rum and hard liquors, 40 cents a 
gallon on fortified wines, 20 cents 
a gallon on light wines and $1 a 
barrel on beer of greater alcoholic 
content than 3.2 per cent.

_ The est item in the supple- 
mentary bill is $254,313 for election 
expenses. This includes payment 
for the special hospita] bond elec-} 
tion held last November and the 
special school tax rate election to 
be held’ Feb, 20. Meyers asked As-| 
sociate City Counselor Wayman if 
the Board of Education could not 
be charged $52,601 for the tax elec- 
tion, but Wayman held the city 
would have to pay this. 

For the Negro hospital $98,550 is 
sought, of which $80,000 is for care 
of patients at St. Mary’s Infirmary 
and People’s Hospital because of 
inadequacy of the old building now 
used by the city. Other large items 
are: Health Commissioner, enlarg-

CHICAGO, Jan. 12.—The seven 
defendants on trial in the conspir- 
acy case involving operationg of the 
Security Life Insuranee Co. of Chi- 
cago and its affiliate, the Northern 
States Insurance Co. of Hammond, 
Ind., heard themselves denounced 
yesterday by the State’s star wit- 
ness. 

He is Charles R. Surface, indicted 
with therh on the charge that prop- 
erty at Waukegan, Ill, was mort- 
gaged for $1,700,000 although the‘

He testified that $325,000 of the

Lee, attorney, 
one. of the defendants. 

After deciding to float the mort- 
gage for $1,700,000, Surface said,

citipating cértificates, and $325,000 
worth of stock in Bdwin Hult & 
Co., which Machif Dorséy of Indi- 
anapolis proposed to organize to 
handle the deal.”

Louis NRA Group. 


Industrial self-government was 
described today as an outstanding 
objectiv of the New Deal by Wil- 
liam H. Davis, ational NRA com- 
pliance director, at a luncheon meet- 
ing of the St. ouls Committee «‘ 
NRA at Hotel Statler. | 

Davis made clear, however, that 


while the administratio.. “recog- 
nizes very fully that industrial self- . 
government should be turned over 
to industrial code authorities as 
rapidly and as fully as possibile,” 
it also accepts a responsibility to 
see that the codes are administered 
properly and to “protect the pub- 
lic interest.” 

Going further than the present 
status of industrial codes, Davis 
clared that the test of the new 
periment will come when “industry 
next runs into a period of danger, 
whether it is another period of ex- 
pansion or another period of de- 
pression.” 

“Heretofore, on such occasions,” 
he continued, “the danger signals 
have been out, but people have 
talked about them but have not 
done anything about them. — 

“If, when the danger signals next 
go out, American industry is suffi- 
ciently well organized under its 
codes to heed the signals and do 
|something about them, then the 
success of the national recovery 
program will be fully demonstrat- 
ed.” : 

Telling of the new machinery of 
code compliance, Davis announced 
it was the purpose of the adminis- 
tration to exercise adjustment and 
conciliation whenever possible, but 
he emphasized the point that “the 
administration will not hesitate to 
call. upon the law enforcement 
agencies of the Government to en- 
force the law of the codes whenever 
and wherever necessary.” 

Code Becomes Law. 

Davis, in private life a New York 
attorney, emphasized that “when @ 
code has been drawn up by agree- 
ment within the industry and ap- 
proved by executive order of the 
President, it becomes the law of 
the land, binding upon every mem- 
ber of the industry, employers and 
employes alike.” 

Pointing out that everyone should 
assist code compliance authorities, 
Davis outlined a system of adjust- 
ment agencies soon to be éestab- 
lished, equipped to handle both 
trade practice and labor com- 
plaints. Each code authority, he 
said, will have a Trade Practice 
Complaints Committee appointed 
by the authority and having on it 
an NRA representative. 

State Compliance Groups, Too. 

Labor complaints, he continued, 
require a Regional Adjustment 
System. Each authority may set 
up a Labor Complaints Committee 
on which there must be equal rep- 
resentation of labor and manage- 
ment with an impartial chairman 
and “direct contact with the NRA 
administration Recovery Adminis- 
tration in Washington.” Fede 
compliance agencies will exist in 
each state, he added, under direc- 
tion of state directors of the Na- 
tional Emergency Council. 

This governmental regional organe 
ization, explained Davis, will act 
for industries still in process of 
code organization or with insuf- 
ficient machinery to handle come 
plaints or “where an industry fails 
to carry through its efforts to ad- 
just a complaint.” . 

Address Is Broadcast. 

Davis, whose address was broad- 
cast nationally over KSD, empha- 
size@ that persons against whom 
complaints are received will be 
given opportunity to demonstrate a 
desire to co-operate and to. make 
restitution for violations “due te 
misunderstanding or ignorance.” 

Cases of wilful violation, hé made 
clear, will be reféred to the law 
agencies of the Government, such. 
as the Department of Justice and: 
the Federal Trade Commission. 

“It is a fundamental concept of 
the whole system that complaints 
be treated confidentially,” he seid, 
“for if the name of a complaifant . 
is revealed it may mean the loss of 
his job. Conversely, the revelation 
of the fact a coniplaint has been 
filed against an employer 
arouse adverse public o 
which would be disastrous to his 
business, The name of a complain- 
ant will not be used without his 
express permission.”

The Mayor’s Housing Committee, 
meeting yesterday in Mayor Dick- 
mann’s office, decided to ask the 
Federal Public Works Administra- 
tion for funds to establish a large 
housing unit as proposed by the 
City Plan Commission. The com- 
mission’s scheme, details of which 
have been published, is estimated 
to cost $4,600,000 for land and con- 


struction. The figure has been re- 
vised in the last 10 days, as the es- 
timate previously was $4,211,240. 

In urging the plan on the PWA, 
the city will not insist on the exact 
design or location suggested by the 
commission. The tentative site un- 
der consideration is a 24-block area 
bounded by Tenth, North Market 
and Tyler streets and Blair avenue. 
Eugene 8S. Klein, chairman of the 
Mayor’s committee, and Harland 
Bartholomew, engineer of the plan 
commission, were authorized to 
present the proposal to the PWA. 
Bartholomew described the plan to 
the committee, saying it complied 
with PWA ideas. 

IMdein quoted Associate City 
Ccunselor Wayman as saying the 
housing unit- would be subject to 
general property taxes if set up as 
a private corporation by the Gov- 
ernment. It has been considered es- 
sential not to deprive the city of 
taxes through a housing develop- 
ment.

A 1933 death rate of 126 to the 
1000 population—lowest recorded in 
the history of St. Louis—was report- 
ed today by Miss Elizabeth L. Bre- 
zee, Health Division statistician in 
charge of the Bureau of Vital Sta- 


tistics. 
The decline in deaths was about 


comparison, a drop of 800 in births 
continued a decline in the excess of 
births over deaths, whereby, if it 
persisted—not counting population 
increase by people moving in— the 
population of St. Louis would be- 
come stationary in six or seven 
years.” 

A “surprising” reduction in the in- 
fant death rate “in the fourth year 
of the depression” was noted, from 
709, or 53.8 to the 1000 live births in 
1932, to 562, or 45.7 to the 1000 live 
births last year. In 1928 the rate 
was 63.6, and “had this rate of only 
five years ago prevailed in 1933, 
there would have been 220 more 
deaths of infants under one year 
of age.” 

While deaths from many major 
causes declined, the cancer rate of 
145 to the 1000 population. or 1214 
total for the city, was at a stand- 
still; alcoholism in the thirteenth 
and last year of national prohibition 
caused 55 deaths, an increase in 
rate from 5.8 in 1932 to 6.6 to the 
100,000 last year; deaths from some 
chronic diseases increased, and 
deaths from diphtheria were very 
high in comparison with the rate in 
some other cities. 

Diphtheria is preventable. Health 
Commissioner Bredeck, with the co- 
operation of the St. Louis Medical 
Society and virtually every reputable 
St. Louis physician in general prac- 
tice, has organized an attack on 
it, to begin in about two weeks. 
Private physicians will set aside cer- 
tain hours for giving the preventive 
injection at the reduced fee of $1, 
or without fee where parents are 
unable to pay. 

“Diphtheria caused 31 deaths, the 
rate, 3.7 per 100,000, being the same 
as the previous year, when there 
were two less deaths from _ the 
cause,” reported Miss Brezee. “The 
New York City rate from diphthe- 
ria was 1.2 or only a third of the 
St. Louis figure; if that rate had 
prevailed here 20 young lives would 
have been saved.”

The police were busy until af- 
ter midnight last night scattering 
hundreds of Royalists who rioted 
outside the chamber while the 
Scandal was being aired. The riot- 
ers uprooted trees on boulevards, 
hurled iron tree guards and cafe 
tables at the police, and threw 
some of the policemen from their 
horses.

“deliberately murdering” Mr. and 
Mrs. Paul Noulens, prison hunger- 
strikers, by refusing to grant their 
request for a retrial, were made to- 
day by Mme. Sun Yat-sen. 

The widow of China’s first 
President has been asked by Nou- 
lens to care for his small son in 
the event of his death. The chafges 
were contained in telegrams to 
Nationalist Government leaders at 
Nanking through which Mme. Sun 
Yat-sen hoped to gain reconsidera- 
tion of the case before it is too 
late. 

Prison authorities have declined 
to-allow visitors to see, the Swiss 
pair in Nanking prison. Advices 
from Nanking indicated today, how- 
ever, that forced feeding would be 
attempted. 

The Noulens. were sentenced to 
death in 1932 on conviction of. be- 
ing ringleaders in a Communist 
plot, but the sentences were com- 
muted to life imprisonment. After 
unsuccessful attempts to gain a 
retrial, they began refusing food. 
Noulens is in the twenty-fourth 
day of his hunger strike; his wife 
in her sixteenth.

WAYS TO SHIFT. 
GOLD TO TREASURY 
ARE. DISCUSSED 


Opinions Differ on Its Pos- 
sible Taking Over of 
Stock of Metal in Reserve 
Banks.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—Tene 
digit figures, just compiled by the 
Treasury, and Federal Reserve 
Board, present ‘fresh evidence of 
the vital importance of reserye 


bank gold in any possible new steps 
in the President’s managed cure 


rency program. 
The Treasury reported that the 
nation’s monetary gold stocks at 
the beginning of the new year were 
$4,322,865,873. The reserve board 
counted gold reserves of its 12 
banks at $3,566,290,000—more thag 
three-quarters of the total. 

Most of the gold—$3,201,740,958-—< 


actually was held in the Treasury, 
But $1,767,949,566 of this was held 
for the reserve banks, while the 
banks themselves had $810,154,273 in 
gold and $946,133,120 in gold cer 
tificates. 

How to tramsfer title to the re 
serve bank gold from the banks 
to the Go. 2rnment, if such a move 
is decided upon, is being discussed, 
At least one high Treasury official 
believed that such a transfer, de- 
signed to give the Government and 
not the banks uny profit arising 
from devaluation, was an essential 
prerequisite to any reducing of the 
dollar’s gold content. 

It became known today that At- 
torney-General Cummings has sub- 
mitted an opinion to President 
Roosevelt on the question of wheth- 
er the Government can impound the 
gold of the Federal Reserve System 
without legislation. 

Legal advisers of the Treas» 
contend the emergency banking act 
authdrizes the Secretary of the 
Treasury to call in reserve gold just 
as he has that of individuals. They 
point to a clause saying gold may 
be called in if owned by “individ- 
uals, partuerships, associations and 
corporations.” 

In support of this position, they 
say the Reserve banks are corpora-

| PEDDLERS OF POLITICAL INFLUENCE. 

The resignation of J. Bruce Kremer as Democratic 
National Committeeman from Montana is welcome, if 
belated, The moment Kremer opened a law office in 
Washington and commenced to accept retainers from 
persons, organizations or corporations vitally inter- 
ested in pending legislation, he should have resumed 
the status of a private citizen. It,may never have 
occurred to him that clients beat a track to his door 
because of his political influence as well as his legal 
ability, but if no such suspicion curdled his musings, 
as the feés piled lucratively up, then Mr. Kremer 
is truly a guileless son of the wide-open spaces. 

The fact is, the capital has long been infested with 
“political influence” peddlers. The only thing re 


|sembling a scandal that has touched the Roosevelt 


administration is the unseemly haste with which 
some of the President’s supporters rushed on to 
Washington to “cash in.” The President is reported 
as being highly indignant, and Secretary Ickes has 
officially barred certain political heelers from his 
office. ‘Both the indignation and the order are war- 
ranted. Gentlemen of this ghoulish kidney should 
be run off the National Committee or out of Wash- 
ington, ~ 

The law makes ‘it a felony for a member of Con- 
gress to practice before the departments. At least 
one United States Senator served a sentence in what 
Harry Sinclair would call “a common jail” at Iron- 
ton, Mo., for this offense, The purpose of the law is 
obvious.

For example, it is the practice among 
some of the tribes of India to propose 
virgins as prizes to the conquerors in a 
trial of skill in boxing; wherefore, they 
marry without portions; among other 
tribes, the ground is cultivated by fami- 
lies and in common; when the produce 
is collected, each takes a load suffi- 
cient for his subsistence during the 
year; the remainder is burnt, in order 
to have a reason for renewing their 
labor, and not remaining inactive. 

Strabo was a Greek and wrote during 
the reigns of Augustus and Tiberius. 
This is the only incident related in his- 
tory, that I am aware of, wherein food- 
stuffs were destroyed, and, of course, 
these eminent gentlemen being familiar 
with history, I assume that they got the 
idea here. However, these people were 
communists, cultivating the land in'com- 
mon. The idea ought not to be taken as 
Frecedent under our form of government, 
as we are not as yet communistic.

NE of your recent editorials stated 

that Sir John Simon, the British dip- 
lomat, is disillusioned.

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15,000,000 PAIRS OF SHOES. 

The shoe men of the nation, some 7000 of whom 
have made St. Louis fairly hum this week, have no 
doubts about the good results of the war on depres- 
sion. Nor do they mince words. The telegram they 
sent to President Roosevelt advises him that, so far 
as the National Shoe Retailers’ Association is con- 
cerned, “recovery is not just around the corner, it is 
here and now.” Our first inclination is to charge 
the men who fit our shoes with an over-generous por- 
tion of optimism. ‘For ourselves, we have regarded 
it as the better part of wisdom to be pretty sure of 
the ground when it comes to making such state- 
ments. But the shoe retailers have a supporting fact 
which gives our innate conservatism a good shaking. 
Orders for more than $35,000,000 worth of shoes were 
placed during the period of the convention, and Mau- 
rice A. Mittelman of Detroit, new president of the 
association, goes on to tell the country that this is 
just 50 per cent more business than ever transacted 
before at one of their annual, meetings. Based on 
the average factory price this, we are told, repre- 
sents some 15,000,000 pairs of shoes. Whether or not 
the shoe men will qualify their remark about recov- 
ery and the here and‘now, we gladly agree that we 
are on the way. Everybody knows 15,000,000 pairs 
of shoes couldy’t be on the wrong track. 
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OUR HEAVILY-MORTGAGED RAILROADS. 

Mr. Roosevelt thinks the railroads should reduce 

their bonded indebtedness. He suggests they employ 
what, in almost every other business, is a standard 
practice, namely, the establishment of sinking funds. 
That the railroads have not done so of their own 
accord is one of the worst examples of railroad mis- 
management. Instead, when a bond issue comes due, 
they float another bond issue, and, when that comes 
due, a third takes its place. Peter pays Paul, ad in- 
finitum. Of course, the bankers who control the rail- 
roads get a rakeoff on each refunding operation. 
' What is the outcome of this policy? The railroads 
today are capitalized at 23 billion dollars. Of this 
sum, 13 billion dollars is in bonds, or 57 per cent, 
and 10 billion dollars in stocks. On the 13 billion 
dollars interest must be paid. If it is not paid, re- 
ceiverships ensue. Most large industrial companies 
keep their capitalization hats on straight. That ie, 
they keep their bonded indebtedness, or mortgage, 
as low as possible, reducing fixed interest charges 
accordingly. When they are prosperous, they pay 
dividends on their common stock. When they are 
not prosperous, they pass their dividends, and the 
stockholders must forego them. One of the largest 
industries in the United States—-General Electric— 
has practically no bonded indebtedness at all. 

There is, of course, no one solution to the muddle 
in which railroads find themselves today. But their 
troubles are not so complicated as to keep the public 
from understanding that they are too heavily mort- 
gaged, a fault of their own. In the decade 1920-30, 
many railroads were paying fat dividends on their 
common stock. Ordinary prudence would have ~dic- 
tated devoting these dividends to the retirement of 
bonds. But the evil influence of banker control pre- 
vented the exercise of ordinary prudence. 
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RESEARCH DE LUXE. 

That always scholarly publication, Américan 
Speech, comes pretty close to devoting its winter is- 
sue to one question, and that is how to pronounce 
Missouri.

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THE MAYOR’S PUBLIC WORKS PROGRAM. 

At a meeting of the River Front Memorial Com- 
mittee, Mayor Dickmann committed himself definite- 
ly to a $15,000,000 public works bond issue to apply 
on a $20,377,000 program. The remainder of the 
money is to come from Federal grants and from 
funds already available. This means that the city is 
not to lose out entirely on Federal allotments, but the 
program is far short of what it should be. Col. Hugh 
Miller has estimated that St. Louis, on the basis of 
population, should have $17,000,000 to $20,000,000 in 
Federal grants, instead of the $4,500,000 it is apply- 
ing for. , 

The Mayor is for extensive hospital and institu- 
tional construction; development of the plazas and 
erection of a war memorial; completion of the audi- 
torium and Civil Courts building; sewer construction, 
pedestrian underpasses, grade crossing elimination 
and a new armory. PWA applications have been filed 
for all these projects excepting the armory. An at- 
tempt to.include the cost of an armory in the 1923 
bond issue was defeated by the opposition of union 
labor. 

Although last fall the Mayor was saying that it 
would be impossible to pass a bond issue, he now is 
confident that the $15,000,000 proposal will obtain 
the necessary two-thirds vote. -How it is to be 
financed remains to be seen. The Mayor wants to 
limit the burden to be assumed by real estate to 50 
per cent, obtaining the remainder of the funds need- 
ed for principal and interest payments from liquor 
taxes and other sources. ' 

As to the $30,000,000 Louisiana Purchase Memorial 

on the central river front, Congress has been asked 
to supply the whole amount. That it will do so is 
exceedingly dubious. In the case of the George Rog- 
ers Clark Memorial at Vincennes, always cited as a 
precedent for the city’s request, Vincennes and the 
State of Indiana defrayed the cost of the site. They 
put up $915,000 to the Government’s $1,750,000, or 
more than one-third of the entire cost. In the same 
ratio, St. Louis would have to put up at least 
$10,000,000. 
_ Mayor Dickmann has yet to say whether or not he 
is willing to undertake this expense on behalf of 
the city. What his intentions are in this regard, it 
seems to us, has a vital bearing on the success of 
the proposed memorial. 
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PERILS OF THE PEDESTRIAN. 

Automobile accidents last year took 30,500 lives, 
the National Safety Council estimates, and 14,000 
of the victims were pedestrians. The figures bring 
home how dangerous the pedestrian’s path has be- 
come in this motor age. They show that crossing 
the street accounts for almost as many deaths as 
racing a train to a crossing, driving at excessive 
speed, skidding on wet or icy streets, colliding with 
other cars or fixed objects, being forced off the road 
into a ditch. The pedestrian, exposed to none of the 
dangers that beset drivers and passengers as they 
speed along, yet pays almost as heavy atoll. Despite 
the great improvements in motor safety devices and 
the increased installation of signals, the slaughter 
continues. The human element in motor accidents 
is the most difficult field for improvement, and 
shows the least progress. It is on the greater vig- 
ilance of drivers and a corresponding increase in 
watchfulness by pedestrians, as well as rigid enforce- 
ment of penalties for careless driving, that we must 
rely for reduction of the annual toll.

LIGHT IN THE SUGAR BEET FIELDS. 

Highly welcome news comes from an executive 
conference of the United States Sugar Beet Associa- 
tion, meeting at Salt Lake City. 
cided that the industry should take steps to eliminate 
child labor from the beet fields, where in past years 
the exploitation of children has been a national dis- 
grace. Since the association represents 85 per cent 
of American beet producers, this decision, if sincere- 
ly carried out, is of the highest humanitarian im- 
portance. ; 

The temporary abolition of child labor from in- 
dustry under the NRA codes had, of course, no bear- 
ing on beet field workers. In such Western states 
as Utah, Colorado, Idaho, California and Nebraska, 
among the leading beet sugar producers, conditions 
went on as before. 

Working conditions have been miserable, pay pit- 
ifully inadequate. An:investigator for the National 
Child Labor Committee, visiting Colorado last sum- 
mer, found that practically all children in beet work- 
er families, from 8 years up (and many younger) 
were laboring in the fields, although the contracts 
specified that none under 11 should be employed. 
These children work in the burning sun and in freez- 
ing weather, often on their hands and knees in the 
mud and in wet clothing. The pay of workers’ fam- 
ilies averaged $53 annually per person, or less than 
15 cents per day; an actual decrease of 59 per cent 
from pay schedules in 1924. “Even with the children 
working,” this observer says, “many families would 
starve during the winter except for Federal relief.” 
Sugar field wages are at this starvation level because 
they are based on cheap child labor. 

Decent wages for adult workers would follow elim- 
ination of child labor. If the producers take this 
action voluntarily, they will end a crying evil. 
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| THE G. O. P. DEFICIT.

MONG the economists of the New Deal 
A there has long been a deep division of 

opinion as to whether business could re- 
cover through a revival of enterprise and a 
resumption of investment. One school has 
hb-ld, to quote an enthusiastic member of it, 
that “on the whole... the nation’s capital 
equipment is already built.” The principle 
of recovery, as they see it, is to spend more 
amd “save” less, or, more exactly, to spend 
more on consumers’ goods and less on ma- 
chinery and plant. In their minds, they have 
a picture of a country already equipped to 
produce far more than the consumer can 
buy, and their remedy for the depression, 
therefore, is to raise wages, reduce hours, 
and discourage investment in new machin- 
ery. ; : 
The extreme expression of this view was 
the once famous but now almost forgotten 
prophesying of the technocrats who, for a 
few weeks at the bottom of the depression 
last winter, had the country almost para- 
lyzed with terror. But though this hysteria 
passed off, the underlying doctrine survives. 
It has inspired some of the activities of 
NRA; it has recently been expounded by 
the president of the American Federaticn of 
Labor, Mr. Green; there are times when 
Gen. Johnson seems to believe it. 

The other school takes the opposite view. 
It holds that the center of the industrial de- 
pression is in the capital goods. industries; 
that it is impossible to re-employ all the 
unemployed merely by spending nfiore in re- 
tail stores, and that the notion that the na- 
tion’s capital equipment is “already built” 
is an optical illusion which invariably ap- 
pears in every depression, but, once the de- 
pression is over, is seen to be preposterous. 
In 2886, for example, a British royal com- 
mission and the United States Bureau of 
Labor united in ascribing the depression of 
that time to “over-production”. because of 
excessive machinery. 

I could fill this column with quotations 
from economists and publicists of influence 
and repute who in every depression for the 
past hundred years have declared that the 
country was overbuilt. To a student of eco- 
nomic history, it is quite evident that the 
fear of over-production is part of the psycho- 
sis of depression, 

3 + ° °. 

In this conflict of opinion, the President 
has given eneouragement now to cne 
school and now to the other. But in the 
budget message, he has taken a fundamen- 
tal decision. He has based his whole finan- 
cial program for the remainder of his ad- 
ministration on the principle that, berin- 
ning not later than this coming July, pri- 
vate financing and private investment must 


rapidly replace RFC financing and public . 


works. No other interpretation is, I think, 
possible, and so far as I know, there has 
been no one who challenges it. 

That being the case, the success of the 
Roosevelt administration depends upon the 
clear-headedness and decision with which it 
does those things that have to be done to 


moral disaster for all the reforms and hopes 
of the New Deal. 

In deciding how to go about stimulating 
private enterprise and investment, the most 
important thing to do at the outset is to 
get rid of the psychosis of over-production 
and begin to believe once more in the possi- 
bility of enterprise. Nobody can hope to 
make the right decisions to promote revov- 
ery who is haunted by the fear that the 
country is “already built.” 

Those who have this fear usually have 
some concrete situation in mind. In my own 
observations in Washington, I hf&ve found 
that one of the favored examples used to 
prove that we are overbuilt is the shoe in- 
dustry. We are equipped, it is said, to make 
900,000,000 pairs of shoes a year, and in ordi- 
nary times we use about 325,000,000 pairs. 
These figuree are supposed to show that 
there are nearly three times as many shoe 
factories and shoe machines as can be used, 
and that the industry could not use any more 
capital. 

. .- . 

Through the courtesy of a friend of mine 
who knows the shoe industry, but is no 
longer connected with it, I have obtained 
from J. F. McElwain, a member of the code 
euthority for the shoe industry under NRA, 
some figures bearing on these contentions. I 
cannot vouch for them, of course, but I have 
no question whatever about the good faith 
with which they were compiled. If Mr. Mc- 
Elwain’s figures are correct, they disprove 
completely the theory of over-capacity in 
the shoe industry. 

In the first place, the est!mate of 900,000,- 
000 pairs capacity is grossly exaggerated. 
For all kinds of shoes, the highest theoreti- 
cal capacity of the industry is 550,000 000 
pairs for a 48-week year and a five-day 
week, This figure, says Mr. McElwain, is 
known to be too high, because “all shoe con- 
cerns ... list their POSSIBLE production 
at a high figure.” But even the high figure 
is only a little’ more than half as big as the 
figures used in Washington conversation. 

The proof that the industry is not really 
over-equipped came last spring, when the 
shoe industry knew that hours of labor .were 
going to be reduced from 48 to 40 a week. 
This forced “most of the efficient producers 
to purchase equipment from the United Shoe 
Machinery Corporation.” So great was the 
demand for new machines that the macnin- 
ery company wag “12 to 16 weeks late in de- 
livering key machines?’ In other words, 
last spring there were not enough machines 
to make the shoes that were ordered, not 
enough capacity to make shoe machinery as 
fast as it was needed. Now, when all neces- 
sary allowances have been made for a rush 
to pile up stock before the codes went into 
effect, it must be evident from these facts 
that the shoe industry is nowhere near hav- 
ing three times as much capacity as it can 
use :

One is a fragment of a figure 
of a woman, dating from about the 
third century, .:. C., for which the 
museum paid $5000, the other the 
head of a bull, which dates from 
about the beginning of the Chris- 
tian era. It cost $2500. 

The fragment of the figure of a 
woman is in heroic proportions. 
The head, arms and much of the 
torso have been lost, making iden- 
tification difficult. From the pose 
and the costume, however, it is de- 
duced that the figure is that of 
Artemis, the moon godess. - 

Artemis—or Diana as she was 
known to the Roman world—was 
the guardian of animals, patroness 
of youth and of civic virtue. Her 
cult was particularly 
Asiatic Greece, to which this statue 
is attributed. 

It came to the myseum from the 
collection of the sulptor, George 
Grey Bernard, and formerly was in 
the Harris Collection at London. 
The marble was found many years 
ago in Spain, once a wealthy prov- 
ince of the Roman empire end even 
before that in touch with the mari- 
time peoples of the East Mediter- 
ranean. 

The head of a bull, garlanded for 
Sacrifice, formerly was in the col- 
lectio nof Viscount Cave of Rich- 
mond, England. The head probably 
was part of a sculpture in full 
round, erected ..s a permanent rec- 
ord of a votive offering. It orig- 
inated in one of the Greek islands. 


VIOLINIST KOCHANSKI DIES 


Was Known as Child Prodigy of 

Poland,

NEW YORK, Jan. 12.—Paul Ko- 

chanski, noted violinist, died at his 

home here last night after a long 
iliness. He was 47 years old. 


Born in Poland in 1887, he mas- 
tered the violin at an early age 
and was the nation’s child musical 
prodigy.

TECHNIQUE OF ARCHEOLOGY 
TODAY DESCRIBED IN LECTURE 


Dr. Bhys Carpenter Also Talks on 
“Lost Statues of the 
Parthenon.” 


The modern technique of archeol- 
ogy was described in a Jecture yes- 
terday afternoon at City Art Mu- 
seum by Rhys Carpenter, former di- 
rector of the American School at 
Athens and at present Charles Eliot 
Norton lecturer in this country.

Meal Used in Many Lands.

which itself is chiefly starch. The 
Italians, adding tomatoes and 
cheese and meat, make actually a 
full rounded meal in their “polen- 
ta.” 

As would be expected in a land 
as big and as varied as the United 
States, corn, which grows every- 
where, finds favorite uses more or 
less peculiar to different sections 
of the country. If you come from 
the South, you want your corn 
pone or your hoe cake, made with 
sour milk or buttermilk. If you are 
a Northerner, you like your mush- 
and-milk, or your Indian pudding, 
and you make this latter with yel- 
low meal, milk and molasses. But 
there are dozens of other ways to 
j|use corn meal, 

Corn meal recipes range all the 
way from plain mush to Indian 
meal doughnuts, corn meal fig pud- 
pings and gingerbread. Some of): 
the cheapest are crackling bread, 
raised corn meal muffins, corn meai 
mush, Indian pudding and scrapple. 

Scrapple. 

Select three pounds of bony pieces 
of pork. Simmer in three quarts 
of water until the meat drops from 
the bone. Strain off the broth, re- 
move the bone, taking care to get out 
all the tiny pieces, and chop the 
meat fine. There should be about 
two quarts of broth, and if neces- 
sary add water to make this quan- 
tity. Bring the broth to the boil- 
ing point, slowly add two cups of 
corn meal, cook the mixture until 
it is thick mush, and stir .almost 
constantly. Add the chopped meat, 
salt, and any other seasoning de- 
sired, such as onion juice, sage and 
thyme. Pour the hot scrapple into 
oblong enamelware pans whith 
have been rinsed with cold water. 
Let stand until cold and firm, slice 
and brown in a hot skillet. If the 
scrapple is rich with fat, no more 
fat is needed for frying. 

Salt Pork Spoon Bread. 

Chop or grind one-fourth pound 
salt pork. Then try out the fat 
until the cracklings are. slightly 
brown. Cook one cup of corn meal 
with two cups of water, stirring 
constantly. Add to this one cup of 
milk (fresh milk or evaporated or

One four-pound fowl. 

One clove. 

Two leeks. 

One bay leaf.

Three carrots, diced. 

Two large potatoes, diced. 

Three small onions. 

Three turnips, diced. 

One small head cauliflower. 

Place cleaned, trussed fowl in pan 
with just enough hot water to cover. 

Add 
the spices and herbs tied in a cloth, 
and simmer for 50 minutes. Then 
add the vegetables, except the cauli- 
flower and cook 20 minutes more.

Two tablespoons shortening. 

One-fourth cup sugar.

One cup milk. 

One cup bran. 

One cup whole wheat flour. 

One-fourth teaspoon salt.

Cutting and Decorations. 


All cutting must be done with as 
little pressure as possible, and with 
quick, sure strokes. Avoid a sawing 
motion. 

Squares, Rectangles, Diamonds— 
Cut cake into 2-inch strips and 
then cut into smaller shapes as de- 
sired. Use ruler for measuring. 

Crescents and Leaves—Cut a 
circle of cake with round cutter. 
Then move cutter over to center of 
circle and cut again. This cuts 
the circle cake in half, one-half an 
almond-shaped cake and the other 
half a crescent. 

Wreaths—Cut a circle of cake 
with round cutter. Then cut an- 
other circle from center with very 
small cutter. (A doughnut cutter 
mdy also be used to cut wreaths.) 

Frost cakes with any desired icing 
and before beginning brush off all 
crumbs. 

Decorate cakes simply in any way 
desired. Keep designs dainty ard 
scaled to the size of the cake. Us- 
ually a bit of decoration at the cen- 
ter is enough, although with 
squafes or triangles of cake, the 
decoration may be put in the cor- 
ners. If several bits of decoration 
are used on round cakes, there 
should be an odd number of them 
evenly spaced around the cake. 

Colored sugars, tiny colored can- 
dies, candied and dried fruits, nuts. 
coconut, bits of chocolate may be 
used to decorate cakes. 

Colored sugar may be bought or 
prepared at home. To color sugar, 
dissolve a bit of coloring in a tea- 
spoon of water, sprinkle over one- dew 
fourth cup granulated sugar,. rub 
particles of sugar together gently 
between your fingers to distribute 
color evenly and spread sugar out 
on unhglazed paper to dry.

WITH GINGER SNAPS 


Peanut Butter and Oranges 
Also Used for Flavor- 
ings.

Baked apples are one of the 
desserts at which the family some- 
times sniffs, but they won’t if the 
apples are prepared in the newest 
fashion with crumbled ginger snaps 
as filling or in a sauce. 

Just one of the little innovations 
which are little trouble but give a 
new touch to an old dish. 

With Peanut Butter. 

Six cooking apples. 

One cup crumbled ginger snaps. 

Three-quarters cup peanut butter. 

One-half cup sugar. 

One-half cup water. 

Wash and core apples and place 
in baking pan. Crumble crackers 
and mix with peanut butter. Stuff 
centers of apples with this mixture. 
Boil sugar and water together for 
three minutes and pour over apples. 
Cover and bake until tender. Un- 
cover and brown. 

With Ginger Hard Sauce. 

Six apples. 

One-third cup butter. 

One cup powdered sugar. 

One teaspoon vanilla. 

One tablespoon hot water. 

One cup finely crumbled ginger 
snaps. | 

Bake apples. 


Meanwhile cream 
Add vanilla and 
hot water and beat until light and 
fluffy. Fold in crumbled ginger 
snaps. Serve on apples. 
Orange Ginger Apples. 

Six tart apples. 

One-half cup. orange marmalade. 

One and three-quarters cups 
crumbled ginger snaps. 

Two tablespoons butter. 

One-half cup hot water. 

Peel and core apples and place in 
a baking dish. Fill centers with 
orange marmalade, cover with 
crumbled ginger snaps, dot with 
butter and pour water over all. 
Cover and bake in a hot oven (425 
degrees F.) until apples are tender. 
Uncover and brown. 


Shredded Lettuce. 


Used as a plain lettuce salad or 
as a garnish for salads. After 
washing and chilling lettuce, cut 
with knife or scissors or tear with 
fingers into strips or shreds.

PEFRUIT, ORANGE, LEMON 
MAKE AMBER MARMALADE

Use one orange, one lemon and 
one grapefruit. Select smooth, 
thick-skinned fruit free from blem- 
ishes and rust. Wash fruit, remove 
peel and slice very thin. Parboil 
sliced peel three times in tre fol- 
lowing way: Add one quart of cold 
water, bring to the boil, cook for 
five minutes, and discard water) 
after each cooking. 

Cut fruit pulp into thin slices, 
and'remove seeds and.“rag.” Com- 
bine sliced pulp with drained par- 
boiled skins. To each measure of 
this mixed fruit pulp and pafrboiled 
skins, add three times the measure 
of water and boil rapidly ‘or 40 
minutes. Then weigh or measure 
this mixture and to it add an. equal’ 
weight or measure of sugar. Add 
one-quarter teaspoon salt. 

Boil fruit and sugar rapidly for 
25 minutes longer, or until it 
thickens and becomes amber col- 
ored. Watch marmalade carefuily 
lest it stick and scorch as it cooks 
down. Let marmalade stand in the 
kettle until nearly. cool, stir, and 
pour into scalded jelly glasses. 
When’ cold, cover with paraffin and 
store in a cool, dry place. 


CRANBERRY PUDDING 


One teaspoon soda 

One cup warm water 

One cup molasses 

One-fourth teaspoon salt | 

Flour to make a soft batter 

Three cups cranberries 

Dissolve soda in warm water and 
combine with molasses. Add salt 
sifted with enough flour to make 
a soft batter that drops easily from 
spoon. Stir in cranberries last. Pour 
into buttered molds and steam 
three to four_hours. Makes two 
puddings in one pound coffee tins. 
Serve with hard sauce or pudding 


BREAD CRUMB GRIDDLECAKES 


Three-fourths cup sifted flour : 

One and one-half teaspoons bak- 
ing powder 

One-fourth teaspoon salt

One cup milk. 
One-quarter cup bread crumbs.

Fold ir 
stiffly beaten whites of eggs. Turn 
into greased custard cups, set in a 
pan of hot water and bake about 
25 minutes in a moderate oven un- 
til firm. Turn out on toast and 
pour tomato sauce around them. 


TURKEY BISQUE 
One-half cup Y BiSgt or minced 
turkey. 

One and one-half cups milk. 

Two tablespoons flour. 

One cup turkey broth. 

Two tablespoons butter. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

Heat turkey and milk together in 
top of double boiler. In the mean- 
time melt butter and add flour. 
blending it to a smooth paste. Add 
turkey broth gradually, stirsing 
to keep it smooth. (The tur- 
key broth may be made by sim- 
mering the bones in water.) let 
come to a boil. Add to milk and 
turkey in top of double boiler. Sea- 
son with salt and pepper. Top each 
serving with a spoonful of whipped 
cream, or with a dash of paprika, 
or with a little minced parsley. 


CHICKEN AND VEGETABLE SALAD 


Two cups cold cooked chicken 
cut in cubes. 

One and one-third cups diced veg- 
etables (any left-over cooked veg- 
etables). 

One-fourth cup French dressing. 

Three hard-cooked eggs. 

One-half pound package Swiss 
cheese thinly sliced. 

Two stuffed Spanish olives. 

Marinate cubed chicken and veg- 
etables in French dressing. Chill 
thoroughly. Serve in nest of crisp 
lettuce. Top with mayonnaise ard 
sprinkle with paprika. Cut hare- 
cooked eggs in thin slices and re- 
move yolks. Arrange slices around 
the meat alternately with cheese 
slices. Place sliced stuffed olives 
in center of egg rings. Force egg 
yolks through sieve and sprinkle 
over entire salad. 


APPLE RINGS 


Four red apples, two cups sugar, 
one and one-half cups water, one- 
half cup vinegar. 10 vw .sle cloves 
and two-inch piece of stick cir- 
namon. 

Slice apples crosswise into one- 
half inch siices. Remove cores. 
Cock gently in syrup made. of 
sugar, water, vinegar and spices, 
until apples are transparent. Re- 
move from syrup. Pour syrup 
over apple slices. Cool. Arrange 
around edge of pork roast, sau- 
Sages or pork chops. 


GRAPE FRUIT FRAPPE 


One quart water. 

Two and one-half cups granulat- 
ed sugar. 

Rind one-half orange. 
- Rind one-half lemon. 

Two and one-half cups grape fruit 


juice. 

Sonianiins cup orange juice, 

Three tablespoons lemon juice. 

One-half cup fruit cordial. 

Put water, sugar and the cut- 
tings from the yellow part of the 
rind in saucepan. Bring to the boil 
ing point and let boil three min- 
utes. Strain, cool and add remain-

ND BOUGHT 
FOR U.S, FORESTS 


Purchase of 52,582 Acres in 
14 Missouri Counties 
Approved. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 12. — Pur- 
chase of 52,582 acres. which ulti- 


mately will form part of national 
forests in Missouri was approved 
yesterday by the Forest Reserva- 
tion Commission. 

The commission approved options 
for the purchase of 11,668 acres in 


ington, Crawford, Dent, Iron and. 
Reynolds counties; 39,103 acres in 
the Fristoe unit comprising Car- 
ter, Shannon, Oregon and Ripley 
counties and 1811 acres in the Gas- 
conade unit comprising Phelps, Pu- 
laski, Laclede, Texas and Wright 
counties. 

The Government’s plan for the 
establishment of a national forest 
in the Missouri Ozarks contem- 
plates the ultimate purchase of 
126,000 acres in the Clark unit, 
100,000 in the Bristoe unit, 125,000 
in the Gasconade unit and 100,000 
acres in thé Pond Fork ‘unit. 

The Missouri purchases were part 
of a total of 811,000 acres in 20 
states approved by the commis- 
sion. 

A Missouri state law has limited 
to 25,000 acres the maximum which 
could be purchased by the Govern- 
ment from a single county. Rep- 
resentative Williams (Dem.), Mis- 
souri, said today the special ses- 
sion of the Legislature has _ re- 
moved this festriction and as a 
result he anticipates enlargement 
of the present program to provide 
an Ozark national forest of one 
to two million acres. 

“This is the Government’s initial 
effort to establish a national for- 
est in Missouri and it means much 
to the development of that section 
of the State,” he said. Williams 
said much of the territory was “cut 
over” land. 

The National Forest Reservation 
announced the latest acquisition 
approved increases to 2,750,000 acres 
the total bought in the area east 
of the Great Plains since last 
spring. This completes about one- 
third of the program for which 
Roosevelt allotted $20,000,000 from 
emergency conservation work 
funds.

JEFFERSON , Jan. 12— 
Gov. Park today said: “I am glad 
this session (of the Legislature) is 
over. As a whole the legislative 
program adopted is a good, con- 
structive one. I regret the Legis- 
lature did not see fit to pass the 
public works bills, which would en-

The Governor indicated the peo- 
ple of the State would have an 
opportunity later to vote on adop- 
tion of this program through the 
initiative. He seid he understood 
circulation of initiative petitions, to 
place such a proposal on the ballot 
of the general election in Novem- 
ber, would begin soon. 

“My sole idea in recommending 
the public works legislation to the 
Legislature was to co-operate with 
the national administration in its 
program of recovery,” the Governor 
said. “I have no criticism of any 
member of the Legislature who 
may have differed with me. The 
members of the Legislature are an- 
swerable only to the people who 
elected them.” 

The Governor’s public works bills 
were throttled in the Senate Mu- 
nicipal Corporations Committee, 
which refused to let the bills out 
on the floor of the Senate for a 
vote. The bills were fought by a 
powerful public utility lobby.

The 
money was used in about 800 stock 
market transactions totaling 
around $1,000,000, the agents as- 
serted.

Charging that manufacturers of 
men’s clothing had violated the 
terms of their agreement with the 

Clothing Workers’ 

Union, 800 union workers, meeting 

at the Gayety Theater, 

called on union officers to serve no- 

tice on employers that they would 

ask for a strike unless the contract 
were complied with. 

The contract, which ended the 
union’s strike last fall, provided 
that workers be returned to their 
jobs within 10 days, but not more 
than 400 of 900 have been re-em- 
ployed, it was stated by Hyman 
Schneid, organizer. Non-union 
workers, who made possible opera- 
tion of the factories during the 
strike, were retained under the con- 
tract and have been given regular 
work, Schneid said. — ; 

Union workers contend the provt- 
sion requiring an equal distribution 
of work legally compels the emp/oy- 
er to return to work all former em 
ployes except those guilty of vio 
lence during the strike, 

Those charged with violence were 
to be given a hearing before former 
Circuit Judge Jesse McDonald, then 
chairman of the St. Louis Regional 
Labor Board, but they have not yet 
had an opportunity to defend them- 
selves and become eligible for em- 
ployment, according to Schneid.

GARMENT MEN CHARGE 
CONTRACT VIOLATION 


Call on Officers to Notify 
Employers of Possibility 
of Strike. 


Charging that manufacturers of 
men’s clothing had violated the 
terms of their agreement with the 
Amalgamated Clothing Workers’ 
Union, 800 union workers, meeting 
yesterday at the Gayety Theater, 
called on union officers to serve no- 
tice on employers that they would 
ask for a strike unless the contract 
were complied with. 

The contract, which ended the 
union’s strike last fall, provided 
that workers be returned to tbeir 
jobs within 10 days, but not more 
than 400 of 900 have been rée-em- 
ployed, it was stated by Hyman 
Schneid, organizer. Non-union 
workers, who made possible opera- 
tion of the factories during the 
strike, were retained under the con- 
tract and have been given regular 
work, Schneid said. 

Union workers contend the provi- 
sion requiring an equal distribution 
of work legally compels the employ: 
er to return to work all former em. 
ployes except those guilty of vio 
lence during the strike. 

Those charged with violence were 
to be given a hearing before former 
Circuit Judge Jesse McDonald, then 
chairman of the St. Louis Regional 
Labor Board, but they have not yet 
had an opportunity to defend them- 
selves and become eligible for em- 
ployment, according to Schneid. 

Some employers, it was said, 
placed workers On some operations 
in jobs with which they were not 
familiar, thus providing a basis for 
their dismissal on grounds of in- 
competence, 

Ben Gilbert, manager of the In- 
ternational Ladies’ Garment Work- 
ers’ Union, conferred with officers 
of the Forest City Manufacturing 
Co. yesterday to present complaints 
that it had not returned more than 
half of its former employes to work 
following a strike settlement under 
which they agreed to reinstate 
strikers.

LIMIT ON PORK BUTCHERING ,{ 


BY FARMERS IS INCREASED 


Exemption From Processing Taxes 
Now Permitted on 800 Pounds 
a Year. 
By the Associated Press ; 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—The 
Farm Administration announced 
yesterday that it would relax its re- 
strictions on butchering and sale of 
pork by farmers. 

New regulations will provide for 
an exemption from processing taxes 
of 800 pounds of dressed pork a 
year for sale or exchange, Present 
regulations allow exemption only 
on pork processed for use by the 
farmer’s family or his employes 

Decision to enlarge the butcher- 
ing limit was reached at a confér- 
ence between Farm Administration 
officials and 17 Congressmen. The 
latter maintained that the present 
restrictions were unjust to farmers 
who formerly made a little extra 
money by butchering a few hogs 
and selling the meat either to re- 
tail stores or direct to consumers. 
The new regulations will provide 


further that if the quantity of 
dressed pork sold is more than 800 
pounds, but does not exceed 1400 
pounds, exemption from the pro- 
cessing tax will be granted on’ the 
800 pounds but must be paid on 
the live weight of the 600 pounds 
difference, If the total amount sold 
or exchanged exceeds 1400 pounds 
the processing tax must be paid on 
the full amount, -

Probably he 
holds A x or A Q x in it, and if 
responder can show that king, 
which he does by raising that suit, 
not only will the king eliminate a 
loser, but it will also provide an 
entry to dummy. -Responder must 
obey this command blin..y; he 
must trust the opening bidder 
without question and feel quite sure 
that whether he-shows or denies 
the called-for king, the bidding will 
not thereby reach a higher level 
than is safe. Of course, he knows 
this anyhow, as long as the bidding 
is below the game level in the suit 
in which the opener made his three- 
bid. At times, however, the prob- 
ing must drive the bidding to the 
five-level in a major suit three-bid;

Always interested more in 
people than in ideas, Winchell from 
the very days of his youth liked to 
gather pp miscellaneous informa- 
tion about people of one sort and 
another, and after a while discov- 
ered that he could retail this gossip, 
first Yor the edification of his as- 
sociates, and later for good hard 
cash. But it is not merely a nat- 
ural f@mpulse to be a “scandal 
monger,” as he has been frequently 
called, but that he collects his items 
—it is because he likes to know 
those things himself. 

Such is the diagnosis of tHe 
slangy columnist offered by Stanley 
Walker, city editor of the Herald- 
Tribune of New York, who devot<s 
an entire chapte> to “That Dreadful 
Winchell Man” in his. book, “The

to be a newspaper man, but went 
back into vaudeville, and there, as 
a sort of private amusement, start- 
ed his column. He compiled items 
about those connected with the 
theater and tacked them up next 
to the mail box of the house where 


he appeared. Sometimes he man-. 


aged to have a few paragraphs in 
Billboard. That early stuff brought 
him a chance on the New York 
Vaudeville News, from which he 
graduated to the Graphic, a tabloid, 
as Broadway columnist. Still later 
he joined the New York Mirror, 
and now, besides getting from $250 
to $400 a week for his syndicated 
articles (he is under contract to 
the Mirror at $1000 a week besides) 
he makes several thousand a week 
from radio and movie work. 


“Winchell brought to his job the 
perfect equipment—great energy, 
an eager desire to know what was 
going on, a lack of conventional 
breeding and experience, a mind ‘de- 
lightfully free of book learning, and 
an unquenchable desire to be a 


Peep, the man at the keyhole, and 
the Peeping Tom of Journalism— 
but he is always a welcome guest 
and he probably has a more di- 
verse acquaintance than any man 
in New York. 

“Wherever he goes there is an 
undercurrent of whispering. Diners 
in a restaurant may raise their 
heads here and there whén a nota- 
ble like Al Smith, Jack Dempsey, 
Primo Carnera or: Jimmy Walker 
comes in, but the commotion...

We can fret ourselves to 
fury and futility, and get no- 
where. It is this kind of rest- 
lessness that is so hard to bear, 
and we are tempted to accept 
some lesser thing in order to 
escape it. 

No one can do much good for 
man until he has found a cer- 
tain peace of heart—peace at 
the center, as the old teachers 
put it. The world is restless 
and torn with strife because it 
has lost faith in its own one- 
ness and unity—its vision of 
God has grown dim. 

Five hundred years ago a 
wise teacher wrote: “God will 
be known, and if we knew Him 
and loved Him, we should have 
patience and be in great rest, 
and we should be satisfied with 
all that He does.” Here is deep 
wisdom, and to forget it is the 
way to futility.
